that thou ſendeſt as agift , and leauing 
our pleaſures before they leaue vs,that 
our time to come, maie begarepen- 
rance of the time paſt, thinking alway 
of the ioyes of heauen, the paijnes of 
hell,our owne death, andthe death of 
thy ſonne for vs, 

YetLordletvs ſpeake once againe
